der of all kinds of property. Lawyers going 
from court to court, and other persons who 
travel, are obliged to provide themselves 
with armed escorts. 
All of the trails from 
New Mexico, to Independence, Missouri, 
to Fort Smith,Arkansas, to Saint Antonio, 
Texas, and to California are So infested as 
to make it very dangerous for small parties 
to pass over them. 
Depredations are fre­ 
quently committed within the very neigh­ 
borhood of Santa Fe. 
T h e Cainanches, 
the Apaches 
and 
the Southern Indian'* 
generally on the Texian and New Mexican 
borders are in the habit of capturing w hite 
women, and taking them off to serve as 
■laves and concubines. 
As far as destruc­ 
tion of property is concerned, the Navajoes 
■re the chief enemies of New Mexico.— 
These Indians are rich, possessing immense 
flocks and herd* plundered from the people 
of New Mexico, and raising most kinds of 
agricultural productions. They also possess

manufacturing skill, and their 
blankets, it is said. (or closeness of texture

diameter, with the 
consumption of only

bushel of coal

the space of ten 
hours, and was kept during the whole time 
in active use, sawing lumber and boards * 
the expense of the fuel required being 
about 25 or HO cents in this market.— 
What will render this application of ate am 
aud water of general adoption, is the fact 
that it needs no ingenious artizan or ma­ 
chinist to construct it. 
A common me­ 
chanic or millwright, can build a machine 
of this description aud keep it iii repair.— 
It dispenses entirely with the steam engine, 
so costly an<i expensive, aud is so much 
safer requiring for a given power, a much 
less pressure, or weight of steam to the 
square inch.”

Fn l i t T r e e s .— 'The new method of rais­ 
ing fruit trees by planting the scions, is a 
great desideratum iii the art of obtaining 
good fruit. 
It has many advantages over 
grafting, because it is more expeditious,ami 
requires no stock or tree. 
'I'hey may be 
planted where they are required to stand, 
and the labor for one (fey will be sufficient 
to plaut enough for a large orchard, after 
the scions are obtained. 
T h e method of 
preparing the plant i* as follows :— T ak e 
tile scion as for grafting, and at any time 
after the first of Feb., and until the buds 
begin to grow considerably, and dip each 
end of th# shoot into melted pitch, wax or 
tallow, aud burn it in the ground, the buds 
uppermost, whilst the body lie* in a hori­ 
zontal position and the depth of two or 
three inches. 
W e are informed that tree* 
obtained iu this way will bear in four years 
from the time of planting. 
W e have no 
doubt of the practibiiity of this method of 
raising fruit.

On that 
event he was assigned to the command ol 
a regiment of mounted volunteers, raised 
in Kentucky, and employed on the North- 
Western Frontier. 
He did good service at 
the battle of the Thames, under Gen. Har­ 
rison, aud was one of the claimants fir the 
honor of killing the notable 'Tecumseh, in 
that battle— a claim, however, which Ins 
friends have not been able to establish be­ 
yond dispute. 
In 1811) Col. Johnson was chosen one of 
the I luted States Senators from Kentucky, 
aud remained a member ut that branch of 
the national legislature until 1821, when 
the complexion of parties in bis state for­ 
bidding his re-election, be offered himself 
as a candidate for Congress, was success­ 
ful, and represented Iii* district until 1^37, 
when be became Vice President cif the 
United States under Mr. Van Buren. 
He 
was not elected to that office by the peo­ 
ple, failing to receive a majority of the 
votes of the electoral colleges, but was 
chosen by the Senate in conformity with 
the provisions of the constiution, receiv­ 
ing the votes of thirty three Senators to 
.sixteen for Ins principal competitor, Hon. 
Francis Granger, of this state. 
Col. Johnson was a candidate for re** 
election i i i H IO , but being unsuccessful at 
the end of his term in 1841, lie retired into 
private life, in which he continued to the 
time of Ins death.
